2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independent claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (see page 3, line 26 - page 10, line 9, figures and claims 
1 - 24):

Cover for an object using solar radiation, wherein the cover comprises a cover sheet 
made of a material transparent to solar radiation; wherein, viewed in cross-sectional 
view with respect to the sheet, the sheet has a zig-zag profiled surface structure on 
either side (see page 1, lines 8-9 and page 3, lines 28 - 29 : "Les deux cote's de la 
plaque peuvent presenter de tels motifs' 1 )', wherein the distance between two 
neighbouring peaks of the zig-zag surface structure is L and the thickness of the 
sheet is D; and wherein L < 0.25D (eg. L < 0.001 mm (or alternatively L < 1 mm, see 
claim 1 1 ), see page 5, line 29 - page 6, line 2 ; the diameter of the smallest possible 
circle containing the base of the texture a 0.001 mm (or alternatively = 1 mm, see 
claim 1 1 ), this diameter being greater than the distance L between two neighbouring 
peaks in case of a square based regular pyramidal structure; and eg. 0=10 mm, see 
page 8, lines 27-28 : "La plaque selon I'invention peut avoir une epaisseur totale 
allant de 0.5 a 10 mm"). 

It is to be noted that eg. the combination of the values of L < 1 mm (see claim 1 1) 
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and D = 10 mm ('selon Invention*, see page 8, lines 27 - 28) is explicitly disclosed in 
D1. 

Also D5 disoloses a cover according to claim 1 (with eg.L = 0,8 mm, see page 7, 
lines 4 - 5 and figure 3g and also claims 5 and 6 : the length of the base side of the 
texture equals the distance between two neighbouring peaks in case of a square 
based regular pyramidal structure having touching structures; and eg, 0 = 4 mm, see 
page 5, lines 25 > 26 and page 4, lines 31-32: figure 2 shows the measured 
reflection values of glass cover according to the invention and having a thickness of 
eg. 4 mm).
